LOS ANGELES I The Voyager 1 spacecraft, 
the most distant human-made object, has 
reached the end — or perhaps just the begin- 
ning of the end — of our solar system, scien- 
tists argue in two new studies. 

As of Wednesday, 26 years after its launch, 
NASA’s Voyager 1 was 8.4 billion miles from 
the sun. That’s 90 times the distance sepa- 
rating the Earth from the sun. 

As the robotic spacecraft continues to 


push far beyond the reach of the nine plan- 
ets, two teams of scientists disagree whether 
it passed into the uncharted region of space 
where the sun’s sphere of influence wanes. 

That region, called the heliopause, marks 
the beginning of interstellar space and the 
end of the solar system. Whether Voyager 
1 reached that mark or is still on approach 
remains unclear. Details appear Thursday 
in the journal Nature, (ap)

Now Law 

‘Partial-birth’ ban challenged 
after Bush signing ceremony 

LINCOLN, NEB. I President Bush signed into 
law the most far-reaching abortion restric- 
tions in three decades Wednesday, an emo- 
tionally charged measure already challenged 
in three federal courts. 

In Nebraska, federal Judge Richard Kopf 
called the law “highly suspect” and issued a 
temporary order blocking it from applying to 
four abortion-rights doctors who filed suit. 

Hundreds of anti- abortion leaders rose in 
applause when Bush prom- 
ised to vigorously defend 
the constitutionality of the 
law, known by its support- 
ers as a “partial-birth abor- 
tion” ban. 

“Today at last the 
American people and our 
government have confront- 
ed the violence and come to the defense of 
the innocent child,” Bush told religious lead- 
ers, members of Congress and other abor- 
tion foes at a signing ceremony at the Ronald 
Reagan Building. 

Abortion-rights groups said the law was 
overly broad, lacked any exemption for the 
health of a woman seeking an abortion and 
could outlaw several safe and common pro- 
cedures. They also contended it was the first 
step in a larger campaign to ban all abor- 
tions for the first time since the Supreme 
Court’s 1973 landmark decision legalizing

Suspect Admits 
To 48 Murders 


Wash, man escapes 
death penalty with deal 
to spend life in prison 

S E AT T L E I Uttering the word “guilty” 
48 times with chilling calm, Gary 
Leon Ridgway admitted Wednesday 
he is the Green River Killer and con- 
fessed to strangling four dozen 
women over two decades — “so 
many women I have a hard time 
keeping them straight.” 

“Choking is what I did and I was 
pretty good at it,” the 54 -year- old 
former truck-factory employee said 
in papers submitted as part of his 
plea bargain. 

Ridgway, a short figure with 
glasses, thinning hair and a sandy 
mustache, pleaded guilty to more 
murders than any other serial killer 
in U.S. history. 

He struck a plea bargain that 
will spare him from execution 
for those killings and bring life 
in prison without parole for one 
of the most baffling serial killer 
cases the nation has ever seen.

Ridgway said he left some bodies 
in “clusters” and enjoyed driving 
by the sites afterward, thinking 
about what he had done. He said 
he sometimes stopped to have sex 
with the bodies. 

Victims’ relatives wept quietly 
in the courtroom. 

“It was hard to sit there and see 
him not show any feeling and not 
show any remorse,” said Kathy Mills, 
whose daughter Opal was 16 when 
she vanished in 1982. Opal’s body 
was found in the Green River three

Losses Dim Dems’ Election Hopes 


GOP gains offset by 
worries about Iraq war, 
economic recovery 

WASHINGTON | A year before the 
2004 elections, the news is grim for 
Democrats, losers of statehouses in 
Kentucky and Mississippi in off-year 
balloting, victims of a wave of retire- 
ments by Senate Southerners and 
petitioners in court hoping to block 
aTexas House redistricting massacre. 

Yet despite the recent Republican 
run. President Bush’s poll numbers 
have sagged lately, and surveys 
consistently reflect concern about 
an economy that is finally showing 
signs of a recovery and the aftermath 
ofthewarin Iraq. 

Despite gains over the past three 
years for Republicans, including in 
key swing states, “The electorate 


splits evenly for a second term for 
the president,” the Pew Research 
Center for the People & the Press 
said Wednesday in a report based 
on more than 4,000 interviews. 

The organization added that 
since the Sept. 11, 2001 attacks, 
“Republicans have made significant 
gains both geographically and demo- 
graphically. Yet the favorable trends 
for the GOP are imperiled by rising 
discontent with national conditions 
and unease with the situation in Iraq.” 

The same survey found that in a 
race against an unnamed Democratic 
opponent. Bush would finish in a 42- 
42 percent tie. Against the named 
Democrats challenging him, though, 
he holds a clear advantage — from a 
high of 53 percent against Sen. Joe 
Lieberman of Connecticut to 49 per- 
cent against Rep. Dick Gephardt of

Congress OKs 
Doubling Soldier 
Death Benefits 

WASHINGTOnI Death benefits would 
be doubled for families of soldiers 
killed in almost daily attacks in Iraq 
under legislation Congress sent to 
President Bush on Wednesday, just 
ahead of Veterans Day. 

The House voted 420-0 to give 
final congressional approval to a bill 
increasing the current $6,000 ben- 
efit to $12,000 and making the pay- 
ment tax-free. Lawmakers granted 
the death gratuity to families of sol- 
diers killed in Afghanistan and Iraq 
since the Sept. 11 terrorist attacks. 

Military and reserve personnel 
steadily called for duty in Iraq also 
would benefit from new tax breaks 
on home sales, travel expenses and 
child care. 

House Majority Leader Tom 
DeLay, R-Texas, said he expected 
the president to sign the bill into law 
by Veterans Day on Nov. 11. (ap)

Iraqi leader launches 
fresh attempt to mend 
relations with Turkey 

MOSUL, IRAQ I Insurgents attacked 
U.S. military convoys here Wednes- 
day killing three Iraqi civilians and 
wounding five Americans, the U.S. 
military said. 

The attacks occurred in a city 
long considered relatively safe for 
U.S. troops, compared to Baghdad 
and towns in the volatile “Sunni 
Triangle” to the south.

President’s power grab 
throws island nation 
into state of turmoil 

COLOMBO, SRI LANKA I Sri Lanka’s 
crisis deepened Wednesday as the 
president declared a state of emer- 
gency, giving her sweeping powers. 

Aides insisted President Chan- 
drika Kumaratunga wouldn’t 
resume fighting the Tamil Tiger 
rebels, a conflict that is at the root of 
her feud with Prime Minister Ranil 
Wickremesinghe. Kumaratunga 
believes the prime minister has 
been too soft on the rebels. 

The Tamil Tiger rebels have 
said little since the crisis began. 
But the emergency order was cer- 
tain to infuriate the Tigers, whose 
20 -year-war for independence has 


killed 65,000 people. Both the gov- 
ernment and rebels put some of 
their forces on alert. 

The crisis was ignited Tuesday 
— while the prime minister was in 
the United States — when Kumara- 
tunga fired three key ministers who 
have been instrumental in the gov- 
ernment’s peace efforts, suspend- 
ed Parliament for two weeks and 
deployed troops in the capital. 

After meeting President Bush 
Wednesday in Washington, 
Wickremesinghe downplayed the 
developments in Sri Lanka, a coun- 
try of 19 million off the southern 
coast of India. 

“This is part of Sri Lankan poli- 
tics. For 25 years we have had these 
ups and downs,” he said. “When I 
go back I will sort it out,” he added.

‘Dirty War’ 


Mexican Court Takes on 

Clears way for alleged kidnappers to be tried 


MEXICO CITY I Mexico’s Supreme 
Court cleared the way Wednesday 
for the possible arrest of former 
officials implicated in the disap- 
pearance of leftist activists in the 
1960s and 1970s. 

The court ruled that kidnappings 
are not subject to the statute of limi- 
tations, handing a victory to pros- 
ecutors investigating the so-called 
“dirty war” against activists. 


Wednesday’s ruling allows arrest 
warrants to be issued in the 1975 
kidnapping of the son of a renowned 
Mexican human rights activist. 
Jesus Piedra Ibarra, the alleged 
leader of a guerrilla group, disap- 
peared in 1975 in the northern city 
of Monterrey. 

The Supreme Court sent the case 
back to a lower court, which had 
refused in April to issue arrest war- 


rants against police and intelligence 
agents who purportedly kidnapped 
Piedra. The lower court said that a 
22 -year statute of limitations on the 
1975 crime had run out in 1997. It is 
now up to the lower court to decide 
whether to issue arrest orders. 

President Vicente Fox appointed 
a special prosecutor in November 
2001 to investigate the cases of the 
disappeared as well as the deaths of 
dozens of student activists in 1968 
and 1971. (AP)

Muhammad’s DNA Is 
Linked to Rifle’s Sight 


VIRGINIA BEACH, VA. | John Allen 
Muhammad’s DNA was linked con- 
clusively to a sight that had been 
detached from the rifle used in last 
year’s sniper spree, and his DNA 
likely was on the rifle itself, an FBI 
agent testified Wednesday. 

Muhammad’s DNA apparently 
was found on the dial of the rifle 
sight removed from the .223-caliber 
Bushmaster rifle that was recovered 
from Muhammad’s car. DNA expert 
Brendan Shea said there was a 1- 
in-46 billion chance that a random 
African-American was the contrib- 
utor of the DNA. 

Shea testified that DNA found on 
the rifle stock was consistent with 


Muhammad’s DNA but could not 
be conclusively linked. 

Shea acknowledged he has no 
way of knowing how the DNA 
ended up on the rifle. The DNA of 
Muhammad’s fellow sniper suspect, 
Lee Boyd Malvo, was found on the 
rifle in several places. Shea said. 

Also, fingerprint expert Charles 
Colman of the U.S. Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms and 
Explosives said he found prints 
from Malvo on the rifle, but found 
none of Muhammad’s prints.

‘Geld File’ Thrown Out of Bribery Trial

ery case against two Salt Lake City 
Olympic bid executives suffered a set- 
back Wednesday when ajudge threw 
out what prosecutors considered their 
strongest piece of evidence. 

U.S. District Judge David Sam 
excluded the 28 -page “geld file,” a 
dossier of International Olympic 
Committee delegates that listed 
their personal needs and standing 
in the organization that awarded 
Utah the 2002 Winter Games. 

The vote-buying scandal resulted 


in the expulsion or resignations of 
10 IOC members and led to 15 total 
felony charges against bid chief Tom 
Welch and deputy Dave Johnson. 

“Geld,” the German word for 
money, appears without explana- 
tion next to the names of eight 
IOC members. Prosecutors have 
said they know what the bid exec- 
utives had in mind by “geld.” Six of 
the eight members received large 
sums of cash. 

Johnson’s attorney dismissed the 
file as “a lot of innuendo.” (ap)

GALLERIES I Brian Balderston makes 
spaces, whether at work as a reno- 
vator or in the gallery as an artist. 
His “Stud(wall): a Constructure 
in Three Acts” opens Saturday at 
Transformer Gallery. 

Balderston, formerly of the 
Decatur Blue artist collective, has 
installed a space-within-a-space, 
a second partly finished inner skin 
of studwalls and sheetrock.

Easy As You-Know-What 


BAKING I Don’t think for a minute 
you haven’t the time to bake a pie. 

“I made every pie for the pho- 
tos in the book in about six days,” 
said Tamasin Day-Lewis, author of 
“Tarts With Tops On: Or How to 
Make the Perfect Pie” (Miramax 
Books, 2003, $24.95). 

And don’t take it for granted 
you know what is under that pie’s 
top. Pies for Day-Lewis begin with 
apple pie, and her recipes include 
luscious sweet versions. But they 
include chicken pot pie, game pie 
and hunter’s pie; in fact, just over 
half her recipes are for savory pies, 
plus instructions for pie crusts. 


Day-Lewis included the option 
of using bought, ready-made pastry 
so as not to intimi- 
date people, she 
said. “But pastry 
you make yourself 
is worth it. It’s rela- 
tively quick. Most of 
the time it takes far 
longer to make the 
filling for the pie than the pastry.” 

Whatever the time of year, pies 
don’t need to be extravagant. “I try 
to be imaginative with leftovers,” 


Day-Lewis said. “You can always 
vary the recipe according to what 
you have in the kitchen, or any local 
variants.” 

Think seasonally, she suggests. 
“In summer there’s the fruit, the 
berries. Now we’re going wafting 
into autumn, we gradually get to 
heavier things.” 

Quality is important. Buy the 
best produce. And: “Don’t ever try 
to use margarine instead of butter. 
You’d never get the lovely buttery 

flavor.” JOAN BRUNSKILL (AP)

“When you turn it out and cut it, as the cheese is melting, it’s sensationally wonderful,” says Day-Lewis. 


• Shortcrust pastry dough made withScups all-purpose 
flour and 3/4 cup unsalted butter (recipefollows) 

•2tablespoons unsalted butter 

• 1 large onion, peeled and chopped finely 

• 2 1/2 cups good strong Cheddar, coarsely grated 

•1/4 pound potatoes (about 1 medium), peeled, steamed 
and diced 


•2largeeggs 

•4tablespoons heavy cream 

• A sprig of thyme or a bunch of flat-leaf parsley, chopped 

• Pinch of cayenne pepper 

• Sea salt and black pepper, to taste 

• Beaten egg for glaze 



Preheat the oven to 425° F. 

Dividethedough intotwo balls, keeping onealittle larg- 
erthan the other. Meitthe butter in a pan and gently fry the 
onion (you can substitute leeks) until softened and trans- 
lucent, then let cool. Throwtheonions intoa bowl with the 
grated cheese, potato, eggs, cream, thyme or parsley, and 
the seasoning, and mixeverything together with yourfingers. 

Roll out the larger ball of pastry and line a shallow greased 
9-inch tart pan. Tip the cheese and onion mixture into the 
pie crust. Moisten the edges of the crust and cover with the 
rolled-outtop piece, crimping the edges together careful- 
ly. Brush beaten egg overthetop and bake in the oven forSO 
minutes until crispand golden brown. 

MAKES 6 SERVINGS. 


Shortcrust Pastry 

•3 cups all-purpose flour 
• 3/4 cup unsalted butter, cold 
•2to21/2tablespoons ice-cold 
water 

WITH A FOOD PROCESSOR: Sift the 
flour and a pinch of salt into a food 
processor, then cutthe cold butter 
into small pieces on top of it. 

Process it for 20 to 30 seconds, 
then add ice-cold waterthrough 
the top, a tablespoon at a time — 


Dough 

2 to 2 1/2 should be enough for 
about 10 ounces of dough — with 
the machine running. 

If the paste is still in crumbly lit- 
tle bits after a minute ortwo, add 
atablespoon more water, but 
remember, the more water you 
use, the more the crust will shrink 
if you bake it blind. One solution 
isto usea bit of cream oregg yolk 
instead of water. The moment 
the dough has cohered into a sin- 


gle ball, stop, remove it, wrap it in 
plastic wrap and put it in thefridge 
for at least 30 minutes. 

BY HAND; Sifttheflour into a large 
bowl with the salt, add the chopped 
butter, and work as briskly as you 
can to rubthefat intotheflour. Use 
thetips of yourfingers only, rath- 
er like running grains of hot sand 
through yourfingers. Add the 
water bit by bit as before; wrap and 
chillthe dough.

Wine, Cooler

a month, her chat goes vegetarian. 


I made soup last night and now I 
have almost a full bag of parsnips 
left over. How can I use them? 

Cook’em with a bunch of pota- 
toes and make a monster mash. 
They add a bit of sweetness. Use but- 
termilk for texture and creaminess 
or just a touch of the potato/parsnip 
water. Parsnips are also wonderful 
roasted, with other roots. 



All the recipes I find for sweet 
potatoes are Southern-style and 
fattening. I don’t like super-sweet 
foods, so adding honey and marsh- 
mallows isn’t my thing. I’m more of 
a salty girl. Suggestions? 

My absolutely favorite way of eat- 
ing sweet potatoes is with chopped 
chiles (or hot sauce), chopped gar- 
lic and either a smidge of olive oil 
or sesame oil. No sweet sweets for 
me, either. Throw the potato in the 
oven to bake until tender, and then 
enjoy with your fixins. 

I have a great veggie lasagna reci- 
pe that I want to make for a group 
dinner. But I can’t think of a good 
starter — something that’s not 
starchy or cheesy or rich, as the 
main course is all those things. Any 
suggestions? 

How about roasted cauliflow- 
er florets? High temp, rolled in 
cayenne and brown sugar, salt, 
pepper. That’s fun. Gingered/ 
garlicked broccoli florets are also 
lovely, also roasted at high heat. 
I’ve done both as starters, and they 
were winners. 



Don’t be squeamish: 
red wine deserves a 
spin in the ice bucket 


w I N E I The rule book dictates that we 
chill whites and serve reds at room 
temperature. Well, the rule book 
is wrong. Unless you live in a 
house as cold as a Scottish dor- 
mitory, red wines are far from 
their best at room temperature. 
They taste jammy, almost vis- 
cous, and they’re especially slack 
with foods. As they sit on the table, 
warming up even more, they seem 
to breathe so fast they’re practi- 
cally panting. It’s not uncommon 
for them to open up, then die in 
the glass. 

To get the best out of red wines, 
start them off chilled. Whether 
you’re drinking “two -buck Chuck” 
or Stag’s Leap Cabernet Sauvignon 
’85, a pass on the ice will enhance 
it. The result will be a wine still in 
good condition as the pastry plates 
are being cleared and you are savor- 
ing the last drops in the glass. 

The reason is that wine tempera- 
ture is a kind of volume control. The 
warmer a wine is, the more we taste 
it. The cooler it is, the more subdued 
the flavors and aromas become. In 
even the best wines, not all flavors 
are born equal, and when they warm 
up, unruly ones can dominate or 
destroy the structure or balance of 
even excellent wines. 

How much you chill a red 
depends on the wine. Beaujolais 
Nouveau should be put on ice and 
kept there, or it will taste like alco- 
holic Kool-Aid. A Brouilly perhaps, 
with its dancing cherry and choc- 
olate notes, benefits from a good 
chill, then being left on the table. 
A decently aged red Burgundy, say 
a nice Beaune the color of old vel- 
vet with a blowzy Pinot funk, still 
will want chilling but just enough to 
firm it up. These wines have beau- 
tiful fruit, but they have a morning- 
after quality when they’re too warm. 
Yet chill them too much, and you kill 
the delicate flavor. Grab it off the 
ice after about five minutes. 


Put red wine on ice to keep the fruit and 
acid components in balance. 

New world Cabernet Sauvignons 
need chilling for a different reason. 
These big answers to the clarets of 
Bordeaux wear their structure like 
new uniforms: big oak, big fruit, 
reasonable acidity. Chilling them 
gives them that touch of finesse 
that, in a French wine, would 
be the more gravelly undertones 
imparted by the soil and by Old 
World winemaking. 

Chilling the New World Merlots 
and Syrahs is more a case of using 
temperature as a replacement for 
structure. These wines are big and 
jammy. By contrast, when blend- 
ed into Rhones, they can be served 
warmer. But the Rhones too benefit 
from a slight chill. 

When it comes to chilling the 
wines at home, many of us don’t 
have ice buckets, ice makers or 
cellars.

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ANTI-SPAM LEGISLATION

After returning from a 10-day busi- 
ness trip, I was greeted by more 
than 560 messages in my mailbox 
and almost all were spam. Realizing 
that something had to be done, I 
signed up for a spam blocker free 
trial with a major company and now 

1 only get 30 to 35 spam messag- 
es daily. When will this end? Is the 
only alternative a new address? 

I don’t think it will end any time 
soon. No filter will be foolproof. The 
most effective things on the market 
now are “challenge-response” sys- 
tems. Check out Mailblocks.com or 
Spam Arrest, for examples. 

The CAN-SPAM Act has a provi- 
sion for a Do-Not-Spam registry 
modeled after the Do-Not-Call reg- 
istry. Public polls show a strong 
desire for such a registry, but the 
Federal Trade Commission has 
noted it is an economic challenge. 
Will this be addressed in legisla- 
tion? What models for funding this 
registry are being considered? 

Right now, the FTC is opposed 
to the registry, and it is not featured 
in any of the House bills that have 
a chance of getting anywhere. So if 
the House passes a bill, there will 
have to be negotiations with the 
Senate. My bet is that there will 
be a mandate to study, but not 
require, a registry. 

With this new anti-spam measure 
in Congress, what steps are they 
taking to protect children from por- 
nographic spam? 

There are provisions in the pend- 
ing bills to specifically label porno- 
graphic material. Now we quickly 
devolve into what is pornography. 
Sites for X-rated videos clearly are. 
But Viagra? Who knows.
